THE COURT'S OPINION. 

The text of the opinion follows: 
The question submitted is the 
construction of Sections 70 and 71 
of the Constitution. Section 70 is 
that -He (the governor) shall be 
elected for the term of four years by 
the qualified voters of the State. " 
Section 71 is that "He (the person 
elected lor the period or term or 
time of four years) shall be ineligi- 
ble for the succeeding four years 
after the expiration of the term for 
hich he shall have been elected. 
Is there any ambiguity in the 
language used? We think not. 
Under these sections, the Governor 
is elected (or four years, and the 
person selected for four years is the 
who is ineligible for the suc- 
ceeding four years. It does not 
whether he serves as Gov- 
ernor one or three years or tb< 
period of the term: but if he be elec 
ted for four years he is then ineli 
gible for the succeeding four years. 

d under this plain language he is 
the only person to whom this ineli- 
bility applies. 

I think the plaintiff entitled to the 
relief prayed for, and the judgment 
will be so prepared.

The cheapest skins (a light 
color, tinged with red) come from 
Tobolsk snd Kazan. 

Squirrel skins are all dressed in 
one place — in Weissenfcls, a town 
that produces a chemical clay and salt 
to bo found nowhere else. This clay 
alone will cure the skins in a proper 
manner. Twenty lirms there are en- 
gaged in this business. America im- 
ported ks-t year only •■20,000 squirrel 
skins. These skins cost, on an aver- 
age 1 a cents apiece. This year Amer- 
ica has imported, up to the present 
time, 4,000.000 squirrcj skins. They 
cost, on the average, 35 oentf apiece. 

Clay "Butter." 

It is not generally known that in 
many parts of the world clay is eaten 
on bread at> a substitute for butter. 
This is termed "stone butter," and 
is used in Germany. Intheno 
part* of Sweden earth is often baked 
in bread, and is sold in the public 
markets on the Italian peninsula, as 
well as on the Island of Sardinia, 
Persia, Nubia and other tropical 
countries.

ABOUT A GREAT FRENCH CANAL 

If it Were Built It Would Complete- 
ly Outflank Gibraltar. 

The movement in favor of the Two 
Scao canal destined to join, the Medit- 
terranean with the Bay of Biscay is 
gaining considerable support in 
France as the result of recent events' 
in .Morocco, says the London Leader. 
It will uuttlank Gibraltar and render 
that historically strategic point of 
secondary importance. 

The French are seriously thinking 
of the possibilities of its construc- 
tion. To link the two oceans with a 
waterway through which the biggest 
mail or battleship could pass would re- 
quire an. expenditure of 800,000,000 
of francs. It is true that national 
finances are in very low water, that 
the country is casting about for means 
to make up a deficit, but it is pointed 
out that where England, Germany 
and even Holland and Belgium are 
spending so much to improve their 
dock accommodation, a charge on 
posterity might, well be made for the 
const ructionof this waterway. 

The canal would be 300 miles long, 
but it would save 1,200 miles for ves- 
sels proceeding from the Atlantic to 
the Mediterranean, and represent a 
saving of gome 67 hours, and in fuel 
of about $600 for every merchant 
steamer that chose the cross-country 
route. Mail steamers would save 21 
hours in time and nearly $1,250 in 
fuel. Calculating or. the same rate 
of toll as from the Suez canal, France 
ought tefget from $1 1 ,000,000 to $13,- 
000,000 revenue per annum from the 
canal, that is nearly ten per cent, on 
the capital expenditure for construc- 
tive works. 

A resolution on the subject will 
shortly be brought before the French 
chamber. Deputies will be (old that 
England views the proposal with a 
nervousness that ought to bean en- 
couragement for France to proceed; 
the truth is that England would no 
doubt welcome any scheme that 
would reduce the sea route to India, 
Australia and the extreme east by a 
couple of days and would effect a sav- 
ing on what is a most expensive serv-

missing steamship. A big oil-tank 
steamer, it was learned, would sail for 
Rotterdam within the hour, covering 
much of the course it was lOppoted 
I^i Bourgogne had followed. 

"Send the first re-porter who gets 
to the office," was the order, and the 

unfortunate proved tobeD- . He 

was willing to go, even though the ed- 
itor refused to tell him more than 
that he was to look for the missing 
steamship. He was hustled off to the 
dock in Brooklyn where the tank ship 
lay. and got aboard just in time. He 
was off on an ocean voyage without 
baggage of any kind, in the company 
of men who spoke only German or 
French, while he could talk only in 
jblglifh. The only comfort was that 
$200 in bright new gold pieces lay in 
his pocket. That he did not know his 
destination mattered little. Of 
course, D failed to sight La Bour- 
gogne, and when he reached Rotter- 
dam so cabled to his paper. 

"Return forthwith. Vessel arrived 
five hours after you left," was the 
prompt response. 

What the reporter has always been 
curious about is, how his employer 
expected to get news of the "scoop" 
had the Bourgogne been sighted from 
the tank steamer. 

Richest City in Europe.

Frankfort. Ky. March 7— Three 
checks lor a sum aggregating 

$1,323,999.35 were turned over 
to Gov. Beckham Friday afternoon 
by Capt. C. C. Calhoun. The checks 
were drawn by the Treasury De- 
partment and represent the interest 
accumulation lor money furnished 
by Kentucky to the Federal Govern, 
ment from 1861 to 18t>5. The largest 
of the checks was lor $1,317,778 71. 
Capt. Calhoun's commission will be 
10 per cent on the first $10(1,000 col 
lected and 5 per cent, on the bal- 
ance, about $76,000. Gov, Beckham 
has called a meeting of the Sinking 
Fund Commission lor Monday and 
will advocate using the money to 
wipe out the Stale's bonded debt of 
$1,000,000.
